ted in Maine, where lookout .stations 
equipped with telescopes and

phones have been established at. the

land in the Adirondack and Catskill 
regions.

It has been found that this is the 


most effective way of fighting flres in 
the: forests. 
New Hampshire's sys- 


tem .will be modeled cfter that now 
used in Maine. A telephone line will 
be run to each/of the lookout sta- 
tions, connecting with the nearest ex- 
change. In seasons of drought a man 
will be kept at the station to main- 
tain a strict watch for trouble. 
He 


will be furnished with maps of 
the 


surrounding_country, field glasses and 
other instruments for locating a fire. 
At the least sign of smoke he 
will 


telephone to the fire warden nearest 
the danger point. At once a force of 
men will tie .gathered to fight the fire. 


The delay that ensues between the 


discovery of a fire and the flrst step 
toward quenching the flames .is what 
has always proved fatal in 'cases of 
this .-sort The 
telephone- 
method's 


chief usefulness lies in its ability to 
obtain assistance before the flames 
have spread too far. In one of the 
western forests this year a fire fight- 
ing force was collected from '13 miles 
away by means of the telephone. The 


aid arrived a day sooner than it would 
have;; come if the runger had trusted 
'to a 'courier. 
., .Eoresters in this state are awaiting 
a test of the new system.
